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NOTES. 


The original object of the publication of this “ Statistical Abstract’’ was to furnish each month, 
in a handy and compact form, the latest Official Statistics in connection with those special subjects in 


regard to which Politicians, the Press, and the Public usually require early and reliable information. 


As, however, already foreshadowed in the last issue, it has been found imperative, in view of 
the shortage of paper supplies and the need for economy generally, to extend the interval of publica- 
tion, and make the “ Abstract” a quarterly instead of a monthly one. In order to supply the 
public, nevertheless, with the more important figures as they become available monthly. these are 


now on their completion at once given to the Press.

XIII.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for August and September, 1917. 

August.—During the earlier half of the month of August conditions resembled those that 
obtained in June and July. A brief fine spell lasted until the 3rd, and was followed by a 
week of very wet and rough weather. Less active disturbances followed on the 14th and 
17th, but, from the latter date, fine conditions pre-dominated until the 27th, when a depres- 
sion that was characterised mainly by Antartic features brought light but general agricul- 
tural rains. Even the earlier downpours failed to penetrate to any great extent to the 
Eastern Goldfields, where the monthly totals were considerably below normal; but the Yil- 
garn Field and the greater part of the Murchison and South coastal areas shared with the 
West and South-West coasts and the Wheat Belt in a decided excess above the average, which 
reached a maximum over the Midland districts, where about double the normal fall was 
recorded. At Geraldton and Greenough the average was exceeded by 3.22 and 4.40 inches 
respectively, due largely to the heavy falls of the 5th and 6th, when the former station 
measured 4.79 inches and the latter 5.00 inches, 

The few exceptions to the general excesses included portion of the Metropolitan area, 
together with a strip of country extending in a South-Easterly direction to the Williams, 
and the neighbourhood of Albany and Esperance. In these localities small defects were re- 
gistered. : 
; Over the major portion of the Tropics no rain fell, but in the Hast Kimberley a light 
thunder-shower or two towards the end of the month resulted in total gaugings':in excess of 
the small average for the month, : 

September.—A general excess in the September rainfall was shown over the Gascoyne, 
West and South-West coastal areas and agricultural districts, and portions of the Coolgardie 
Goldfields. Throughout the South-West coastal areas the rains were practically continuous, 
there being only one day on which no rain was recorded. The unusual frequency of the falls 
is well illustrated by the fact that the normal number of days of rainfall in Perth during 
September is 15, whereas this month they totalled 24. At many places the excess in the 
month’s rainfall amounted to more than double the average amount. In the agricultural
